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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action 

Claims 27-30 are pending. 

Claim 27 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,742,481 to Murphy et al. (Murphy '481). 

Claims 28-29 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Murphy '481 in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,877,554 to Murphy (Murphy '554). 

Claim 30 is objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form. Applicants appreciate the indication that 
claim 30 contains allowable subject matter. 

Claims 27-29 Are Allowable Over the Prior Art 

Applicants traverse the rejection of claims 27-29. Contrary to the Examiner's 
assertion, Murphy '481 fails to teach or suggest, among other things, "molding a package 
base including a plurality of side walls and a floor having a plurality of holes formed 
therethrough . . . wherein said molding includes molding an electrically conductive frame 
into the floor 

The Examiner refers to the guide member 214 and guide wall member 224 in 
Figs. 1 and 7-9 of Murphy '481. However, Murphy '481 does not disclose "molding" the 
guide member 214 or the guide wall member 224. Moreover, Murphy '481 fails to 
disclose "molding an electrically conductive frame into the floor, said frame having a 
plurality of holes formed therein and the holes through the floor register with the holes of 
said frame," as recited in independent claim 27. As plainly shown in Figs. 7-9, there is 
no "electrically conductive frame [molded] into the floor" as recited in independent claim 
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27. Contrary to the Examiner's allegations, socket terminals 206 are not molded into 
guide member 214. For example, Fig. 7-9 shows the guide member 214 spaced apart 
from the socket terminals 206. Thus, Murphy '481 fails to teach or suggest each of the 
limitations of independent claim 27. For at least this reason, the rejection of claim 27 
under Section 102(b) should be withdrawn. 

The Examiner's comments to the effect that steps of claim 27 would be inherently 
satisfied by the apparatus of Murphy '481 are not understood. Murphy '481 does not 
disclose molding guide member 214 or molding socket terminals 206 into guide member 
214. Therefore, it is clear that Murphy '481 does not anticipate claim 27. 

With respect to the rejection under Section 103, claims 28 and 29 incorporate 
each of the limitations of independent claim 27. Murphy '554 fails to disclose "molding 
a package base including a plurality of side walls and a floor having a plurality of holes 
formed therethrough . . . wherein said molding includes molding an electrically 
conductive frame into the floor." Accordingly, neither Murphy '481 nor Murphy '554 
teach or suggest each of the limitations of independent claim 27 and, for at least this 
reason, the rejection of claims 28 and 29 should be withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

Claims 27-30 are pending in the present application. In view of the foregoing 
amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and the timely 
allowance of claims 27-30.
